Violent Disorder Attends 


Street Railway Strike at 


Indianapolis. 


TIE-UP NOW VERY 


NEARLY COMPLETE 


More Trouble is Expected 


When Strike-Breakers 


Reach City. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 1.—After a 


morning of rioting, the street car com- 
pany practically gave up all efforts to 
operate cars at noon today. 
It was 


. stated that an attempt' to establish 
service would be made this afternoon 
when 500 strike breakers were expected 
to-arrive from Chicago. : 


.The strike which was started ait" 11 


o'clock last night was marked by con- 
tinual rioting in the down town dis- 
trict this_morning. Motormen and con- 
ductors were 
dragged from their cars 


and taken to the union headquarters 
and registered, 
trolleys 
were broken 


and the air which controlled the brakes 
released from the containers under the 
cars. 


Police Are Powerless. • 


There were several hundred strikers 


a'nd sympathizers in the crowd and a. 
number of boys aided in their efforts 
to' tie up the street car service. The 
police were unable to hold the crowd 
in check as it moved from one corner to 
another in the down town district 


A repair truck, sent out -to fix the 


broken trolley wires, was dragged away 
as soon as the wire was pulled up oil" 
the street so that it would uot end0.::."e!- 
the pedestrians. The repair crev final- 
ly gave up the attempt and returned to 
the barns. Merchants said business was 
at a standstill and for all the trade 
they had they might as well close their 
stores. The police expect more serious 
trouble -this afternoon if the cars arc 
manned by professional strike break- 
ers. 


When Rioting Started, 


The interurban service was normal

New York, Nov. L—The contents of 


Investigator 
Honnessy's "little 
blaok 


book," sos far as it relates to his con- 
ference in Sing Sing with Stephen J. 
Stilwell, convicted, state senator, was 
in issue again today. .The book was 
placed in evidence at the John-Doe in- 
quiry yesterday, but was not made pub- 
lic. 


It reveals no confession. 
The names 


of Charles F. 
Murphy, State Senator 


Frawley and others are mentioned, but 
after fencing for hours with llennessy, 
Stilweli refused to accuse anybody flat- 
ly of anything, insisting that he first 
jet his pardon. When this was refused 
the negotiations were dropped. 


The interview in the warden's office, 


ivith a stenographer as an eavesdropper, 
continued for hours. The stenographic 
report is broken and disjointed, this be- 
ing explained as due to the noise of 
passing truins. 
The dialogue shows a 


keen verbal duel between .Hcnnessy and 
Stil-well—thc latter 'evasive and fearful 
of betrayal, the former seeking dili- 
gently for disclosures which be believed 
might permit Sulzer to challenge im- 
peachment.

I in the way of being born. It is quite 
| likely tliat the creation and organiza- 
tion of the new commission on indus- 
trial relations—now 
an 
accomplished 


fact—may so result. 


When the Panama canai commission 


undertook the great work now nearing 
completion, its first steps were con- 
cerned with investigation, examination 
and estimation. 
Then, an u. result, it 


aid before the president and the con- 
;res» a comprehensive plan for carrying 
ut the work. The plan was amended, 
nodilicd, approved—and carried out. 
• 


The commission on industrial rela- 
ions faces the same kind of problem— 
>ut instead of being a problem in physi- 
al, it is a problem in politieal engiuecr- 
ng. Literally, the commission faces tho 
pportunity to present a definite pltn of 
social organization. It has been dircct- 
•d to "inquire into the general condi- 
ions of labor in the principal industries 
of the United States," and to attempt 
o "discover the underlying causes of 
dissatisfaction in tho industrial situa- 
tion and report its conclusions thereon." 


It has but a year and a half of life, 


and starts with an appropriation of 
$100,000. The first report must be made 
within a year after the work starts., It 
uas already been decided that tho com- 
mission will not make a long and elab- 
orate statistical investigation, as was 
the case with the immigration commis- 
sion, which collected volumes of facts 
and figures, carrying no conclusions, and 
of little use to any one. 


What tho industrial commission really 


wants to do is to find out and proclaim 
to the world what is the matter in the 
relations of labor and capital—to state 
iho reasons for industrial unrest, and 
specify what shall be done about it. 
The last is the important thing. It is 
perfectly possible under the authority 
given it for,the commission to present 
u complete scheme for social regenera- 
tion—if it wants to. And tho indica- 
tions are that it really wants to. 


For instance, it lias been proposed— 


and the proposition is being seriously 
considered—to have an authoritative 
statement from • a recognized • represen- 
tative of tho school of anarchism, so- 
cialism, trades unionism, industrial un- 
ionism, syhdical and so on, each to 
place before the commission the inter- 
pretation of his school of thought as tc 
what is tht matter with'our-industrial 
system, and his proposal of a remedy. 


As a- result, the commission might, if 


it chose, then draw up a complete plan 
for social reorganization—it might rec- 
ommend 
governmental supervision of 


indi itry, it might recommend govern- 
ment ownership of industry, it might 
recommend the socialization of indusx 
try .it might recommend the forcible 
decentralization of industry—in other 
words, it might present a plan; a defi- 
nite, feasible, workable plan, -with well- 
defined steps, and a well-considered end 
—just like damming Lake Gatun, cut- 
ting the Culebra, constructing the locks, 
dredging the harbors, and letting in 
;he waters at Panama. Or a plan like 
;bat drawn up by the forest service for 
conserving, protecting and using the na- 
tional forests. Or a plan like that drawn 
up by the United States reclamation 
service 
for 
constructing 
reservoirs, 


juilding canals and laterals, and re- 
claimipg the desert. In other words, the 
|)lans and specifications for a job in po- 
litical engineering. 


The commission already realizes that 


if it is to succeed in doing any work of 
value to the country, it must present 
some kind of a constructive plan. 
It 


realizes that the people are tired of hav- 
ing an. investigation with the presenta- 
tion of an array of facts which are not 
Correlated and lead to no definite con- 
clusion of what to do'about it all. 


l'"our separate fields of investigation 


have already been laid out. 
Investiga- 


tions will be made, (1) of public agen- 
cies; (2) of trade disputes—organized 
labor; (3) unorganized labor; (4) legis- 
latures and courts. 
The investigation 


of public agencies will be in charge of 
I'. II. Bird, of Wisconsin university, who 
was for two years on the Wisconsin in- 
dustrial commission. No one has yet 
been selected to conduct the second class 
of investigation. Unorganized labor will 
be investigated by Basil M. Manly, of 
the federal bureau of labor, who has 
done some of the best work put out by 
that 
bureau. 
Mrs. Crystal Eastman 


Benedict, of JTew York, lawyer and so- 
cial worker, will conduct the investiga- 
tion under the head of legislatures and 
courts. 


In general administrative charge is 


W. Jctt Lauck. an expert employed by 
the immigration commission and the tar- 
iff board. HE is "director of investiga- 
tions." and will plan the whole work. 
Mrs. J. Borden Harriman has been des- 
ignated as "resident commissioner," and 
will move to Washington and remain 
in general charge at the commission's 
offices here.
